Claims 1-3 are again rejected under 35 USC 112 
second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claims the 
subject matter which applicants regard as the 
invention. The term "a ligand" is all embracive of 
all ligands which activate Retinoid X receptors in 
preference to Retinoid acid receptors while the 
specification is limited to certain structural 
formulae. Applicants arguments based on the breadth 
of the claims have been considered but are not 
persuasive. 

Claims 1-3 are again provisionally rejected under 
35 USC 101 as claiming the same invention as 
application Serial No. 08/141,914 or 08/141,246.
